Viennese Women. 

(Exchange.) 

The education of girls in Vienna is 
somewhat peculiar, and perhaps worthy 
of note, writes a correspondent from 
that city. Up to lf> years of age thoy 
are kept at their studies, but are not 
deprived of society. They dress very 
simply, rarely wearing a silk gown till 
the day they leave the schoolroom for 
the ballroom. After they leave school 
they go through ti year's, or even two 
years,' teaching in tho pantry and in 
the kitchen, and under some member 
of the family, or even, in some cases, 
in another family, under trained cooks, 
They may never be required to cook a 
dinner, but they are thus rendered in- 
dependent of cooks and s ervants, as 
they learn how to do everything them- 
selves long before they begin housekeep- 
ing ontheir own account. When mar- 
riedtheyjare most affectionate wives and 
mothers. An Austrian lady, in fact, is 
as accomplished and learned as an 
English governess, as good a house- 
keeper and cook as a German, as willy 
and vivacious in society as a Parisian, 
as passionate as an Italian and as band 
some as an American — some of the 
most beautiful women in Europe being 
found in \ ienna. 

Germans and also Austrians are cele- 
brated for their stocks of linen. There, 
as soon as a girl is born, the weaving 
of the linen is begun, and every year a 
piece or a certain number of yards, is 
set aside for her trousseau, ready for 
her marriage. Grandmammas, on their 
sides, art? not idle. They pass their 
time knitting for their grandchildren, 
supplying not only theirf present'wants, 
but also laying aside for the future, a 
dozen dozens of stockings of every 
kind being the usual number for any 
bride's trousseau, and some of these 
knitted Stockings arc an tine as the fin- 
est woven ones. 

An Austrian girl or lady is never, 1 
say, seen without some kind of work in 
her hand. Ladies work even in society. 
They do nothing at balls, of course, 
but 1 think that that is the only ex- 
ception to the rule. When several 
labor thus together in a family one 
reads aloud while the others work, and 
thus they keep abreast of the newest 
literature of the day. Not a minute 
of their day is lost, and in Solomon's 
words, they find a time for everything 
— for work, housekeeping, visiting, 
learning, ball, amusement and even for 
love.

General Grant's Firm Fails for 
Hall a million. 



New Youk, May G. — The Marine Nation- 
al Bank has closed. It is thought the fail- 
ure is a bad one. The capital of the Marine 
bank is $100,000. Its statemeut, Sept. 22d, 
last, showed $130,000 surplus; undivided 
profits, $(52,345, A visit to the bank dis- 
covered somu fifty depositors standing in the 
pouring rain around the closed doors. The 
bank opened at the usual time this morning 
but before iioou closed abruptly without as- 
signing any cause. The depositors, judging 
from the appearance of those about the 
building, are a well-to-do class. An ex- 
planation is promised this afternoon. It is 
said on the street the bank's downfall is due 
to the real estate transactions of President 
Fish. <■ '• ^0 ' : 

THE "l'OST" ON THE FAILURE. 

New Youk, May fj. — Tho 1'ost says: 
The suspension of the Marino National 
bank was announced a little after 11 this 
morning. Tho, immediate oauao of the 
failure was the bank's inability to meet 
its debt of about $500,000 at tho clearing 
house this morning, but tho causes lying 
behind this aro presumed to be real estate 
transactions, during tho last year or two 
of President Fish. During that time he 
bought Booth's theatre and tho Casina 
and recently ho has been engaged in 
building largo apartment buildings. 
A depositor's kxpkiuknck. 

A few minutes after 10 o'clock a gentle- 
man made a deposit at the Marine Na- 
tional bank, and as he went out he was 
followed to the door by tho bank porter, 
who began rolling down the iron shutters. 
Tho depositor ran back. Tho receiving 
teller had shut his window and gone out 
of business fur an indefinite period. Tho 
paying teller was still more conspicuous 
by his absence, and the depositor had the 
consolation of standing on the stops of the 
bank for tho next hour and telling his 
experience to a crowd of excited deposi- 
tors. 

WILL NOT I'KOVR DISASTROUS, 
Unless the failure was tho result of 
worao than too heavy real estate specula- 
tion tho failuro will not prove disastrous. 
One depositor says Wall street generally 
objected to tho Marino bank because of 
its family character. James D. Fish is 
president, John D. Fish, a nephew, 
cashier, and a half-dozen other relations 
of the president are in positions of trust. 
Tho capital of the bank is $400,000. 

TUB FAILURE OK (I RANT. 

The suspension of Grant & Ward was 
announced on the stock exchange. Tho 
firm wits composed of Gen. U. S. Grant, 
James D. Fish, U. S. Grant, Jr., and 
Ferdinand Ward. 

HEAVY DEFALCATION. 

Kiernan's Wall street agency furnishes 
rumors of a defalcation of $50,000, which 
accompanied tho failuro of tho Union 
Marino bank. Tho embarrassment of 
Grant & Ward is said, upon good author- 
ity, to bo duo to the absence of one of the 
firm, who has not been at his placo of 
business Bince Saturday. Various rumors 
aro afloat in financial circles, respecting 
which, Grant, Sr., u member of tho firm, 
says: "I cannot deny or corroborate the 
reports current. Wujaro nearly $500,000 
short. Our safos aro locked and until wo 
can find Mr. Ward 1 cannot say how wo 
stand." 

THK nKPOSITOItY OF THK CITY. 

The Marine bank was the designated de- 
pository for the city of Now York. Yester- 
day the city drew a draft of $200,000, which 
was part of the debit balance in tho clearing 
house this morning, and this did much to 
precipitate the failure. It iB reported the 
stock lirm overdrew their account at the 
bank yesterday $500,000. 

WAItD AND GRANT. 

At the office of Ward & Grant no mem- 
bers of the firm could be found. William 
Smith, banker of tho lirm, said the losses of 
the firm would be between $500,000 and 
$800,000, and these liabilities being unse- 
cured, the firm was obliged to suspend. 
Bach of the four parties held a quarter in- 
terest in the firm, amounting to $1,000,000, 
and Gen. Grant would be liable for his share 
of the losses, which would probably be 
about $250,000. Gen. Grant was in the 
office during part of the day, but refused to 
make any statement whatever in regard to 
the affairs of tho firm. 

CREDITORS OF THK HA NIC. 

Among the creditors of tho Marine bank 
aro the cotton exchange, which has $40,000 
on deposit, And the coffee exchange, whose 
account was over $30,000. No other ex- 
changes are affected by the failures. Presi- 
dent Hatch, of the stock exchange, stated 
that he did not think the failure would have 
any influence in affecting the price of stocks. 
Tho slight depression in the stock market 
to-day was only temporary. Records of the 
register office to-day show that James L. 
Pish has borrowed $100,000 from the First 
National bank, upon the "Mystic" fiats, 
West Thirty-seventh street, and that U. S. 
Grant, Jr.-, 1ms Bold property in the Seven- 
ty-third district, purchased by him yester- 
day for $27,500, to S. M. Hamilton. 



Variety has been imparted to so- 
cial gossip in Baltimore by a romance 
which began in a court room and end- 
ed at the altar. Last spring a number 
of persons began an action to break 
tho will of a resident who had dietl 
possessed of great wealth. One of the 
interested persons was a physician, and 
and his pretty daughter was a regular 
attendant in court. A young member 
of tin; Corn and Flour Exchange was 
in the jury-box, and it was remarked 
that he evinced deeper interst in the 
fair daughter of the medical litigant 
than in tho testimony as to the deced- 
ent's mental condition at the time of 
signing his last will and testament. 
The verdict implied that the old gentle- 
man was of utterly unsound mind 
when he forgot to name the doctor in 
the document. In an application for a 
new trial it was claimed that the sus- 
ceptible juror had said to one of the 
eleven other intelligent men, "What a 
chance a young fellow would havo if he 
gave a verdict in her fovourl" and 
"How can we bring in a verdict 
against such a pretty girl?" It was, 
moreover, shown that after the will 
had been set aside this young juror and 
the doctor's daughter were married, 



and that their engagement dated from a 
blissful moment prior to the making of 
tho verdict. The Court, held that there 
was not sufficient ground for granting 
a new trial.

GREEN WITH ENVY- 

Sinco our esteemed contemporary an- 
nounces that ho ia thu expounder of thu 
"naked truth" it ia not unfair to 
suppose that he has stripped 
for a "header." So when people 
hear a mighty splash thoy will un- 
derstand that the old gentleman has gone 
to the bottom of the well iu search of 
Truth, which is popularly supposed to lie 
there. The attempt of our esteemed friend 
to belittle the importance of the Settle- 
ment Bill to this city and vicinity.is noth- 
ing new. He adopted similar tactica when 
the bill was passing through the Ottawa 
and Victoria parlianienta in the hopo of 
defeating the measure. The mainspring 
of his action is patent. He is envious 
that another should have succeeded whore 
he failed. Aa Thomson in the "Seasons" 
says: — 

"Base envy withers at another's Joy, 
And hates that excellence it cannot reach." 

So with our contemporary. Ho is de- 
voured with sploon and tho gangrene that 
pervades his mind has struck through and 
turnod tho roof of his hat green! as all 
can see as ho passes through tho streets. 
Tho same hue has beon imparted to the 
ink with which his articles are printed and 
honce tho public have in tho Standard a 
paper published for tho aole object of do- 
crying and minifying the efforts of the 
local government and its friends to con- 
tinue Victoria aa tho commercial 
and political* capital of the province. 
A inoro deliberate falsehood than 
that which he has published 
under the heading of the "linked truth" 
could not have been conceived by any one 
except the ex-missionary. That gentleman 
passed eleven years at Ottawa in a fruitless 
attempt to secure the construction of a rail- 
way from Esquimalt toNanaimo; and when 
he was superseded by abler men all he hud 
to show as the fruits of his election was a 
"light line of rail" between tho two points. 
A "light" line meant a narrow-gauge rond 
which could have had no significance or 
connection with the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. It would simply remain a local or 
branch line over which coal, perhaps, and 
farm produce would be wheeled once or 
twice a week. In place of the "light line,'' 
which could not possibly bo of any usu as 
a connecting link with the Canadian Pacific, 
what has been secured? We quote the sec- 
tion in full front the Settlement Bill: 

It. The company N E«quimalt and Na- 
nainio Railway Company )and their agents 
and servants shall lay out, construct, equip, 
maintain and work a continuous double 
or single track stool railway of the gauge 
of the Canadian Pacific Hallway, and also 
a telegraph line, with the proper appur- 
tenances, from a point at or near tin har- 
bor of Esquimalt, in British Columbia, to 
a port or place at or near Nanaimo on the 
eastern coast ot Vancouver Island, with 
power to extend the mainline to Comox 
and Victoria, and to construct brandies to 
settlements on the east coast, and also to 
extend the said railway by ferry commun- 
ications to the mainland of British Colum- 
bia, and thero to connect or amalgamate 
with any railway lino in operation or 
course of construction. The company 
shall also have power and authority to 
build, own and operate steam and other 
veaseln in connection with tho said rail- 
way on and over the bays, gulfs and in- 
land waters of British Columbia. 

We cannot but express regret that the 
editor of a paper published in the city of 
Victoria should be so lost to every sense of 
the deep obligation he owes to the inhab- 
itants as to wilfully distort and shamefully 
misrepresent an act of parliament to suit 
his malicious prejudices. With a fatuity 
which will surely result in his own des- 
truction he is trying to unsettle the value 
of every man's realestatu and to discourage 
investors with no apparent object save the 
gratification of his own malicious and en- 
vious dispositon, because the local govern- 
ment have succeeded where he failed, and 
because the Victoria people long since re- 
pudiated both him and his paper. Victor- 
ians want no narrow-gauge railways. They 
want solid, substantial, standard-gauge 
tracks, over which may be run the cars of 
the Canadian Pacific and by means of which 
tho trade of the east and west will reach, (as 
Sir Charles Tupper predicted), its natural 
shipping port — Victoria. 

THE GLADSTONE GOVERNMENT 
AND GEN. GORDON. 



If wo had Hot become used to the hesi- 
tating, backward policy of the Gladstone 
government, the treatment which General 
Gordon has received would fill us with 
astonishment. England's place at the 
head of nations was formerly maintained 
with dignity, and her rights and her sub- 
jects were protected in all lands. But 
what second or third class man could 
have acted in a more craven way than 
England has done in this atliair? Did we 
not know that theere are still great slates- 
men in England, who, when their time 
comes, will rebuild her tottering reputa- 
tation, we would be inclined to think, 
from tho history of tho last few months in 
Egypt and the Soudan, that grand old 
empire was losing her old power - that 
tho British army had fallen into the state 
of dotago — without teeth, or power to use 
her claims. What the end of the present 
trouble in Egypt is to be no one can tell. 
Gordon ia in a very critical position, sur- 
rounded on all sides by the enemy who 
no doubt have now possession of Berber. 
He haa declared that he will hold nut at 
Khartoum aslong as possible, but seems 
to have given up all hope of relief from 
tho government, avowing his intention of 
crushing the rebellion if possible; but in 
the event of the almost inevitable failure 
of this, to retire to tho equator. Tho 
other generals will follow him. What a 
disgraceful termination this will be to the 
war. But matters may even be worse 
than this. While the English ministry 
are slowly deliberating whether or not 
they shall send troops out to the scene of 
war, General Gordon and his army may 
bo utterly destroyed. Of what use would 
it then bo to send 50,000 troops at tho 
end of July/ A great deal might happen 
in three months. What can Gladstone 
and Iub supporters be thinking of to de- 
sert in this shameful way a general who 
haa done such noble service? lias u stupor 
fallen upon them, that they no lunger 
caro for the honour of their country's 
name. If so, would that another shock 
of earthquake might occur in the vicinity 
of the privy council chamber — a mild 
shock only, not sufficient to injure any of 
thoae worthy gentlemen, but just violent 
enough to shake them all out of tho gov- 
ernment, which might then he tilled by 
tnon who would not afraid to act.

CANADA. 
Montreal, May 7.— A very un- 
easy feeling prevails this afternoon owing 
to tho failure of tho New York Marine 
National bank and Grant and Ward Stock 
Brokers. Auy failure over the border ia 
more keenly felt here now owing to tho 
prevailing stagnation of buainesa through- 
out Canada. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, May 7- —An explosion at the 
Torpedo achool near Rocheford to-day 
severely injured several persona. 

ENGLAND. 

London, May 7. — Tho Prince of Wales 
has gone to Potsdam for the purpose of 
visiting Crown Prince Frederick William. 
He is the hearer of an autograph letter 
from Queen Victoria to the Empress. 

In the commons this evening Henry 
Brolehurst introduced a hill providing for 
marriage with adeceasod wife'saister which 
was carried, 2o8 to 171. 

London, May 7. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill has written a letter asserting 
that the statement that he had withdrawn 
from the conservative party was utterly 
untrue and was the work of some evil- 
minded persons anxious to gratify their 
private malice. 

London, May 7. — The Times Paris cor- 
respondent telegraphs that a convention 
of Irish Americans will soon be held in 
Paris. , lames Stephens will preside. The 
object of the convention will be to con- 
aider exhaustively the Iriah question and 
denounce tho nefarious operations of tho 
dynamite faction. 

London, May 7. — The nationalists are 
preparing for a popular demonstration at 
New Erie on Sunday. Tho orangemen 
are preparing for a counter demonstration. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

St. John, N. F. , May 7. — Steamer 
Nevada, from New York April 29th for 
Liverpool, was in collision on the third 
with steamship Romano, Capt. Mitchell, 
form Hull for Boston. Tho latter veaa»l 
sunk, hor passengers two in number and 
crow were transferred to tho Nevada and 
next day, together with the Nevada's pas- 
sengers were transferred to the steamerSt. 
Laurent for Havre. Tho Nevada bore up 
for this port whore she arrived this oven- 
ing. Hor stern is completely driven in 
and her bows generally much damaged. 
She is in tho hands of the agents of the 
Allan Steamship lino here, who are in- 
specting temporary repairs. One of the 
Romano's passengers, W. E. Snow, is on 
board tho Nevada. 

St. .Johns, N.F. , May. 7. —Capt. Brem- 
en, of the steamship Nevada, of the Guion 
line, gives additional particulars nf the 
collision with the Romano on Monday the 
4th at noon in lat. 42 50, long 47.25 while 
on the way from New York to Liverpool. 
When four days out we collided with the 
Romano of London, belonging to the Wil- 
son line. We struck the ship on the port 
side abaft amidships, bursting into the en- 
gine room. Tho Romano sank in less than 
an hour. Her passengers and crew came 
on board in their own boats. It was calm 
at the time with a heavy swell. Our col 
lision compartment was full of water, our 
bows beaten in from a few feet to the 
deck where the cargo shifted. Temporary 
repairs were effected and we bore up for 
St. Johns. On Sunday we fell in with 
the St. Laurent, and transhipped the pas- 
sengers of the Romano, two iu number, and 
crew and our passengers to that ship. 

TORONTO, May 7, 11:30 a. m. — Advices 
from Father Point say the Titania having 
gone to Quebec with no delay will pro- 
bably reach that city at !) o'clock to-night, 
if conditions continue favorable It is im- 
possible to get a statement regarding the 
circumstances under which the collision 
and disaster occurred, or to learn tho 
names of survivors. 



QUEBEC. 

Bather Point, May 7. — The steamer 
Titantia, inward bound, has aboard 21! of 
the crew of tho State of Florida. The 
latter collided with a barque in midocean 
and went right down. Out of 1<>7 souls 
only 44 wero aaved. Twenty have also 
been picked up. The barque also went 
down with 12 souls. Survivors will be 
landed at Quebec to-night. These dis- 
patches are not inconsistent with the re- 
port made by the City of Rome that the 
ship which signalled her in midocean had 
on board part of the crew of thu State of 
Florida, but on tho other hand corrobor- 
ates that story. 

Father Point, May 7. — Steamship 
Titania from Glasgow passed to windward 
this morning She had on board '2'.\ of 
the steamer 'State of Florida, that ves- 
sel having been sunk by collision with a 
bark in midocean. Out of 1(17 persons on 
tho Slate of Florida, only forty-four were 
saved, and of the bark's crew only the 
ctjprain and two men||were rescued. A 
hundred and twenty-three souls went 
down with the steamer, and twenty with 
tho hark, making a total loss of 135. The 
survivors will probably be landed at Que- 
bec. 

Father Point, May 7. - Titania re- 
mained here so short a time that only 
brief particulars could be obtained. 
Twenty other supposed survivors who 
were in another boat wero picked up by 
Borne other vessel. The bark'e name is 
unknown by any of those on the Titania. 
The Titania wili arrive at Quebec about 8 
o'clock to-night, but only exchanges pilot 
and then proceeds to Montroal. It is 
possible tliat tho survivors may bo got 
ashore at Quebec, while on tho pilot boat 
and put in charge of the proper author- 
ities. 

Quebec, May 7.— Tho steamship City of 
Rome passed them while on board tho ship 
and answered their signals, hut did not 
stop. Tho following is the official report, 
of the Urd officer of the Slate of Florida : 



Left New York in April with about 1G7 
passengers and a full general cargo. All 
went well until the night of the 18th at 
11:30 when we cuius into collision with 
the barquo Romano of Chatham, N. B. , 
Captain Hettbury. Both ships went down 
almost instantly, and out of tho steamer's 
passengers and crew only 44, including the 
stewardess, managed to oacapo in tho boata 
and out of the barque's crew of 15 men 
only the captain and two aeamon were 
saved. Next morningthebarkwaa obaervod 
bottom up. Tho aurvivora, after being 
35 hours in the boats, without food or 
water, were rescued by tho Norweigian 
bark Theresa of Checstiana from that 
port bound fur-Quebec. On the 22nd 24 
of them wero transferred on board tho 
ship Louisa of and from Cardiff for Que- 
bec, whero they remained until tho 5th 
day of May, when tho wero taken on 
board tho Titania for Quoboo. Thero are 
belioved to bo 130 lives lost. The third 
officer James Allon, on being interviewed, 
added: Tho night on which the disaator 
occurred was clear though moonless, and 
tho sea was smooth as glass. Ho retired 
to his bunk at 8 o'clock leaving the chief 
officer, Thompson, in chargo, when about 
11:10 o'clock he heard tho signals sud- 
denly given to stop tho steamer's engines, 
followed by a fearful crash. Ho rushed 
on deck and the first thing ho noticod was 
a red light pretty close on the starboard 
bow. At the same momont ho hoard the 
chief officer's voice and tho cry, "Col- 
lision!" Then ho perceived the bark 
which had run into hor go down.

Municipal Council. 

Wednesday, May 7. 

Last evening the usual weekly meeting 
of the city council was held. Present; his 
worship the mayor and a full board. 
the late clerk. 

Before proceeding to business his wor- 
ship tho mayor said:— 

Gentlemen: — Since wo last met " hero, 
tho office of Municipal clerk has become 
vacant by the unexpected demise of our 
old and faithful companion, William 
Leigh, Esq. He passed away full of years 
and much boluved by all who knew him; 
ho had served the citizens of Victoria 
earnestly and zealously for nearly twenty 
years without intermission. His first entry 
was made in tho books of the municipal 
council on December tho "loth, 1864, and 
from that date until Thursday morning 
last, when it pleasod Divine Providence 
to remove him from his labors in this 
world, he had continued tho trustworthy 
recorder of all the transactions of the cor 
poration. Ho was courageous and inherit- 
ed a noble spirit of independence, and 
always recognized manliness as the 
perfection of human character. 
One of tho germs of his nature was loyalty 
to truth, and ho possessed many gonial 
(Utilities which smoothed his path through 
life and onward to tho tomb. His familiar 
and manly form gave dignity to tho oflice 
which ho held; ho will be missed by many 
of us who wore so intimately connected 
with him for many yours in his social and 
official capacity, and his good advice and 
happy countenance will not fade from our 
memories very soon. He is now gone to 
that mysterious hind from whence no tra- 
veller returns, and ho died as ho lived a 
(inn believer in the divine favor of tho 
groat father of all things. 

PRIVILKOE. 

Conn. Wriglosworth said he rose to re- 
fer to a charge made by Conn. McKillieun 
against one or more members of this board 
at the last meeting, to the effect that the 
council were corrupt and protecting the 
gamblers; and that the poller were afraid to 
do their duty. 'The charges were unjust 
and untrue ought not to have been made, 
and would not have been made if tho coun- 
cillor had been loug enough a member of 
the board to understand his duty. lie 
could not see how any more business could 
be di.iiu until the charges were investigated. 
The charges had been made and published 
In 77o' Colonist, and the council hail 
rested under a stigma for a whole week. 
He then quoted from a report of the speech 
of the provincial secretary at the Blue Hib- 
bon Club, and from an article in the Guar- 
dian and copied into The ( 'oloni.it. A leading 
article in The Colonist's was also comment 
ed upon in seven; terms. He (Coun. 
Wriglesworth) continued that he would 
not remain quiet under any such charge 
as Coun. McKillican had made. Ho con- 
sidered tho statements in The Colonist 
an injury to the city as well as tiio council. 
Such a ciiarge should never be put in a 
newspaper unless it was susceptible of 
proof. Either Mr. McKillican must es 
labhsh his charges or withdraw them. 
His (Mr. Wriglesworth 's) only object in 
keeping tho city barrister from the court 
was to prevent a heavy bill of costs. 

The mayor said that the remarks coin 
plained of should have been taken down 
in writing at the time. 

Coun. Wriglesworth replied that if the 
mayor had done his duty at the last meet- 
ing this thing would not have occurred. 
He should have checked the offending 
councillor. 

Tho mayor--Ynu are not responsible for 
my actions, and I see nothing that you 
huvo to complain of. The Guardian 
should not bo noticed and this gambling 
matter has occupied too much attention 
altogether. 

Mr. Gowen complained that the mayor 
was putting words into Coun. McKillican 's 
mouth. 

Coun. McKillican said that two-thirds 
of the community were of the same 
opinion as lie was. (Councillors, no! no!) 
What would be proved was another thing. 
The six councillors had overstepped their 
powers in signing tho paper addressed to 
the city barrister. If they had walked 
straight they would not have been stigma 
tized. Lie would retract nothing. It hail 
been said in tho streets that the police 
were afraid to do their duty because they 
were afraid of a majority of the councillors 

Coun. J. Robertson- -You'll have to 
prove your charge. 

Coun. McKillican asked if the council 
wero to sit still and allow gambling to go 
on year after year? Ho was ashamed of 
the action of the city council and no doubt 
they wore ashamed of themselves. He 
had spoken of the reports on the streets. 
Let councillors in future bring these mat- 
ters before the council before they sign an 
address to tho city barrister. 

Coun. Gowen The councillor has been 
asked to retract. 

Coun. McKillican — I retract nothing. 
I said it appeared to me that there was 
an undercurrent of feeling in favor of the 
gamblers which was ruling tho council. 

Coun. Wriglesworth — 1 move that we 
adjourn till Wednesday next and that a 
special meeting be culled for Friday next 
to investigate the charges of Coun. Mc- 
Killican. 

Coun. W. A. Robertson, who seconded, 
said that Conn. McKillican should be 
made to prove his charges. He had said 
on the streets that a majority of the coun- 
cillors are corrupt. He had been backed 
up by a lying sheet called The Colonisl,the 
editor uf which knew well that there wero 
scores of charges of murder, robbery, etc , 
heard in the police court in which tho city 
barrister did not appear. Then why should 
he call for the barrister's appearance in 
these gambling cases. St. David, as they 
call him- there he sits! — knew he had no 
right to call for the barrister's appearance. 
If St. David's own son had been one of 
the culprits Tin: Colonist would have raised 
a howl against tho barrister appearing. 
This council was not under tho domina- 
tion of the Blue Ribbon or any other 
club. The councillors were there to do 
thoir duty as honest men. The Guardian 
which had also attacked the council was 
edited by an old wb iskey head who had 
told more lies than would reach from his 
bonnie Scotland to his city of stumps. 
The councillor had charged that the ma- 
jority wero protecting crime. Ho should 
cither take it back or prove it. Tho coun- 
cil would not follow the dictation of gam 
biers, imr was it afraid of the Blue Ribbon 
Club. The Cfloiti-.it, the Guardian nor 
any set uf fanatics. They wero there to 
do the best for all and would not be ruled 
by any single faction. 

Coun. McKillican said, with regard to 
the charge of corruption which it was said 
he had made on the street against council- 
lors, ho told Thos. Nicholson this was a 
rotten council. 

Coun. W. A. Robertson — Well, you 
shall prove it. 

Coun. Wriglesworth bore pressed his 
motion. 

The mayor quoted rule 7 to show that 
a notice of motion must be placed on tho 
notice board '-4 hours in advance of meet- 
ing. This motion was out of order. 

Coun. Wriglosworth — As far as I am 
concerned there will be no business done 
until these charges are investigated. 

Tho Mayor — I rule the motion out of 
order. 



Coun. Wriglesworth— Cannot we put a 
motion to adjourn 1 

The Mayor— Yes; but you can't move 
tho rest of this resolution. 

Coun. Wriglesworth — Your ruling is 
onesided. I move that this council do 
now adjourn.

To THE Fiiltoit. — In the new edition of 
the Encyclopedia Britaunioa, the Kith 
volume of which has just appeared, I find 
under tho article "Missions," tho follow- 
ing reference to Mr. Duncan's work at 
Metlakahtla, which 1 transcribe for your 
readers, not as containing anything new,

'1'lic Fearful Scourge Wliit-li lias 
Visil«>«l a Family in Eric, 
IN'iiiisyl va nia. 

(Cleveland Loader-) 
Erie, April Hi. — In the Potter's field of 
Erie County was buried yesterday the last 
of a raco of mad people, whoso inherited 
insanity has been a scourge for nearly half 
a century. Tho cause which brought this 
horrible infliction upon four generations, 
was a fearful crime committed by Dr. 
Fisk in tho presence of his married daugh- 
ter, fifty years ago. The dreadful sight 
bereft tho lady of her reason, and her 
child caino into tho world with a diseased 
brain that manifested itself most fearfully 
in after life. An unbroken line of mani- 
acs followed, demonstrating tho tru th of 
the Scriptural prediction relating to the 
sins of fathers being visited upon children 
unto tho third and fourth generation. 
This has boon literally fulfilled in the Fisk j 
family. Four years ago another child was 
born in the family, greatly disappointing 
thoso who had hoped that the woinan 
buried yesterday was tho last of her race. 
For years before tho child was born the 
mother had been an inmate in the county 
madhouse; but one dune day she effected 
her escape, and while wandering through 
tho country was met by a gang of tramps, 
who, taking advantage of her mental con- 
dition, kept her with them for several 
days. Sho was found a week later iu 
almost a dying condition, and her child 
was born tho following March. Two 
years later it died, to the great relief of 
iho authorities, who permitted Dr. Lovett 
to have it for tho first experiment of his 
perpetual embalming discovery. That 
child is now tho mummy Stephen Fisk, 
alluded to so frequently in the medical 
and scientific journals, and which has 
been visited by scientists from all parts of 
the world. 

Tho crime committed by Dr. Fisk, and 
which gave origin to four generations of 
lunatics, was murder. Ho was a physician 
of Bomo prominence, and his victim, John 
Fenno, was a person of violent temper, 
Fenno called on the doctor and requested 
permission to stay all night, which was 
granted. He was missed next day and a 
week latter his disfigured corpse was drag- 
god out of a swamp at tho back of the 
Fisk homestead. Blood stains were found 
upon the floor, and Dr. Fisk, being arrest- 
ed confessed to killing Fenno, claiming 
that it was done in self defence. High 
words having arisen and culminating in 
blows the doctor took down tho gun and 
blow nut Fon no's brains, crushing bis skull 
afterwards with the weapon. His son's 
wife lining present when the deed was 
done lost bur reason from the shock a 
few hours after its commission.

Midland, April 27.— To-day several 
yachts witb pleasure parties left Mid- 
land for various points. The oat- 
which went to Viotoia Harbour con- 
tained ten persons. On returning they 
were upset about half a mile from 
Victoria Harbour, but they were all 
rescued. Another party of twelve 
which left here for Present island when 
returning were upset about midway

W. H. Davis and Joe 
Stewart were returning from Mush- 
kosh and heard cries for assistance, and 
immediately put to the rescue.

A. Grillith and Wm. Hastings. About 
fifteen minutes before Davis and Site wart 
reached them Charlie Hastings had 
died and was lying on the boat about 
four feet under water. Smith return- 
ed with his skiff and with Davis convey- 
ed the remainder of the party to Davis' 
yacht, where Wm. Cann, agent for the 
Great North Western Telegraph Com- 
pany here, and a commercial traveller 
named Frank Pease, of E. Pease A; Son, 
Toronto, died. The remainder of the 
party are doing well. The weather was 
squally. 

. Hamilton, April 27.— The yacht 
Saunterer upset in the bay to-day, with 
five men on board. They were rescued 
by Wesley Lee, S. Corey, and N. Holm 
wood 

Ottawa, April 25.— David Wallace, 
who married his wife's sister, has been 
arrested for bigamy in Gloucester 
township, where he was living with 
both women comfortably on a farm. 

Chippawa, Out., April 21. — At three 
o'clock this morning the Church of 
England parsonage was burned. Loss, 
$2,500. 

London, April 2S. — George McCabe 
was arrested in London South, charged 
with the wilful murder of his wife, Ann 
McCabe, by means of poison. He 
took matters very coolly, and observed 
to the detective that if she had died 
from poisi«n she had taken it herself. 
Tho warrant on which he was arrested 
stated that "one George McCabe is 
charged that he did, in the township of 
Westminster, unlawfully, and by vio- 
lence or unfair means, hasten, or 
cause the death of his wife, Ann Mc- 
Cabe." The onlv suspicious circum- 
stance connected with the affair is her 
sudden death on Tuesday.

The latter leaves a widow SO years 
old. 

Ottawa, April, 28. — Three brothers 
named Fryer were arrested last night for 
burglarizing the store of Baillie & Son, 
tailors, and carrying oil' about §500 
worth of goods.

Ottawa, April, 28.— Several parties

to-morrow. John Carleton, the Minis- 
ter's messenger, has been entrusted 
with a floral pillow, which is a very 
handsome one, presented by the em- 
ployees of the Customs Department. 

A Port Dalhousie ship carpenter 
named Jas. Perry, an old resident, 
jumped of the Welland railway train 
as it was passing tho station Saturday 
afternoon, and was thrown under the 
cars, which passed over him, cutting oil 
his right arm and badly crushing his 
leg near the thigh. His injuries are 
fatal. 

Saturday afternoon a young man 
named Robert, employed at Stevens' 
mill, Waikerville, was making an effort 
to put a belt over a pulley.

THAT TERRIBLE FALL. 

[David A. Sniitli Tumbles from a 
Til fee Story Window. 



Detroit Free Press of yesterday has 
the following respecting the terrible 
accident to Mr. D. A. Smith, traveller 
for Messrs. W. E. Sanford ife Co, of 
this city, which was referred to in Sat- 
urday's Times: 

"About 4 o'clock Saturday morning 
Officer Cody heard a sound on lower 
Ferry street as of a body falling. He 
went to the place whence the sound 
came and found a man lying on the 
pavement writhing in agony. The of- 
ficer looked around to find out how the 
man became hurt. On glancing up to 
the windows of the Crawford House he 
saw that one was open. He concluded 
that the man had either jumped or fal- 
len from the window and called the 
watchman of the hotel, from whom ho 
found that he was right in his conclu- 
sions. They carried the man into the 
hotel. The doctor, after a careful ex- 
ruination, found no bones broken or 
bruises on tho man's body. Tho only 
indication that he. had fallen was that 
tho skin was knocked oil' the palm of 
his right hand. The man was insensi- 
ble all day Saturday. The doctor thinks 
that he is seriously injured internally. 
The man's name is David A. Smith. 
He is an agent for the clothing firm of 
E. Sanford & Co., Smith lives in Hamil- 
ton, and has a wife and two children. 
No person Beems to know how he came 
to fall out of the window. His friends 
are of tho opinion that he had arisen 
in his sleep, as he was often known to 
do, and mistaken the window for the 
door and tumbled out. It is thought 
that his injuries may prove fatal." 

Subsidonco of a Mountain. 

A remarkable occurreneo, says Nature, 
is reported from Bona, Algeria. An iso- 
lated mountain, .label Naiba, 2,02-1 feet 
in height, is rapidly decreasing in altitude 
and round its base a considerable 
cavity is being formed. The whole mass 
of tho mountain is evidently sinking. Tho 
neighborhood of Bona must, however, have 
already beon tho scene of a similar phen- 
omenon. Lake Fezzara, which measures 
over -hi square miles in extent, did not ex- 
ist in tho time of the Romans. Its depth 
in tho centre is only 8i feet. Investigations 
which wore mado in 1870 showed that the 
remains of a Roman town now lie in the 
lake; the town has, therefore, probably 



Mr. R. B. Mason, of Athens, Ala., has, 
doubtless, tho smallest Shetland stallion 
in the world. He was imported from 
Mexico as a yearling. Mr. Kason bouyht 
him in San Antonio, Texas. At that time 
ho was 21 inches high and weighed 70 
pounds. This little stallion is now two 
years old and past, is 23 inches high and 
weighs 120 pounds. Wo are told that this 
fello v is finely proportioned, active, and 
2>uts on as many airs as a Berchoron.
